Acreage 
Reduction 


The meeting to be held at the couvt house 
Saturday afternoon at 2 o’clock should be at­ 
tended by every farmer in Lamar county, 
whether lie grows cotton or not. 
Governor Hobby has requested that these 
meetings be held throughout the State ot Tex­ 
as for the purpose of securing the opinion of 
the farmers as to the feasibility of reducing 
the acreage to be devoted to cotton—not for 
the purpose of reducing the total acreage in 
cultivation. 
‘ 
This is to be a meeting of the farmers - 
the men who are to grow the cotton—the men 
who are to either make a profit or a loss upon 
the crop of next year- the men who are going 
to put their capital, their labor and their wel­ 
fare on the crop of next year. 
This meeting is for the purpose of ascer­ 
taining w hat they will do the coming year. 
They must grow cotton, most of them, as a 
cash crop; but the point is whether they are 
going to plant a hundred acres and add to the 
tremendous surplus which will be left on hand 
at the end of this year; or whether they will 
plant forty or fifty acres and have something 
to eat—and give the world no more cotton 
than can be consumed by the spindles which 
are going to be in operation certainly. 
It is a proposition of Lamar county only 
but throughout Texas there are other meet­ 
ings to be held and in 1 50 counties the cotton 
growers are to meet and agree to reduce their 
acreage to be planted to cotton. 
If the meet­ 
ing in Paris is well attended, there will be en­ 
couragement in the other cotton counties and 
a greater assurance that the cotton growers 
a^e in earnest in their intent to reduce both the 
acreage and the production of cotton. 
Lamar is one of the 
big cotton counties 
of Texas; and if the growers of this county 
will evidence their honest intention of making 
the reduction there will be e n c o u r a g e m e n t for 
the farmers of other counties who did not at­ 
tend meetings to make the reduction without 
naving pledged themselves so to do. 
It is of importance that every cotton grow­ 
er in Lamar county attend the meeting Satui- 
Jay afternoon.
